Soviet Russia presents a menace to Great Britain, Canada, the United 
States, in fact, to all countries which depend for their prosperity upon a 
The Russian menace of today is not one of impending 
cannon, tanks, bombs and aircraft, 


world export trade 
war fought by armies and navies, rifles, 
but of a great economic struggle for world trade, and of the countries most 
likely to be seriously affected by such a struggle the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, and the United States come first 
: Prior to the Great War it was frequently contended that wars between 

nations were brought about by armament manufacturers and captains of 
industry seeking territory within which they might enjoy more or less 
exclusive rights of trading. The Great War itself, was, in the final analysis, 
caused by Germany's ambition to secure larger world markets and a greater 
colonial empire. The German navy was created for the express purpose of 
challenging the British navy with this very object in view. Germany failed, 
but in the Great War the old Russia of the Czars disappeared, and in its 
place there has arisen the Soviet Republics dominated by the communist 
workers 

The Soviet leaders are absolutely ruthless in their methods, inspired by 
tie ideals of fanatics, and spurred on by a belief that their ideas of govern- 
ment are the only right ones leading to freedom of the masses as opposed 
to all other forms of government which they hold are under the control of 
the hated capitalist classes. To the Soviet leaders all methods are right and 
fair if they will serve to accomplish their purpose, Hence the nature of the 
economic struggle now confronting the world 

Having seized the property of all the landed and capitalist classes of 
Russia, having declared it a crime for any person in Russia to hold views 
the Soviet authorities, and having imposed ultra- 
communistic ideas upon the whole of Russia, the Soviet leaders are now 


contrary to those of 


utilizing and working these seized, or stolen, properties with what is to all 
intents and purposes convict labor. And if there is any shortage of such 
labor, thousands more are made readily available by trumped-up charges of 
treason or disobedience to the Soviet, and without trial are thrown into 
forced labor camps. 

Coal, pulpwood, agricultural products, notably wheat, produced under 
such conditions at a cost against which the producers of no other country 
can successfully compete, are now beginning to be thrown into the marffets 
of the world. Some tens of thousands of tons of Russian coal have been 
shipped into Canada; scores of shiploads of Russian pulpwood are being sent 
to the United States to enter into competition with Canadian pulpwood, pulp 
and paper; Russian wheat is going to England where it 
Canadian wheat as it is largely of the same hard variety. 

And this is only the beginning. The Russian Soviet Government has 
expended hundreds of millions of dollars within the last few years in the 
purchase of the most up-to-date agricultural machinery, It has granted 
concessions to Henry Ford to establish a great plant for the manufacture of 
tractors in that country; it has engaged the services of the most noted 
railway and agricultural experts to direct operations in Russia; it has sent 
commissions of its own experts to foreign lands, and more particularly to 
Canada and the United States, to of transportation and 
marketing, all with a view to making an aggressive bid for the trade of 
the world, and based on methods and costs of production with which other 
countries with their greater liberty of the individual and higher standards 
of living cannot begin to compete.

Such, in brief outline, is the serious nature of the menace to Canadian 
and United States business in the Russian situation. United States labor 
and United States industrialists are strongly battling the unfair Russian 
competition. Canada must do likewise, for while a country may be willing 
to face the competition of other countries, both at home and abroad, upon 
equal terms, no country can compete with conditions such as those now 
prevailing in Russia and survive. It is apparent that Russia, having failed 
in its political attempts to sovietize the world, has now embarked upon an 
economic conquest. 

Under these circumstances, the approaching Imperial Economic Confer- 
ence, in London, England, is fraught with greater importance than any 
previous Empire Conference. Hon. C. A. Dunning announced that his 
budget was an indication of the spirit in which the King Government 
intended to approach that Conference, but the King Government has been 
defeated, the responsibility now rests with Premier Bennett, in colloboration 
with Premier Ramsay MacDonald, and the other Dominion Premiers, to 
work out an economic.policy for the Empire which will enable all its 
component parts to successfully resist the Russian menace, and at the same 
time develop intra-Empire trade to its fullest possible

| Abolish Tariff Advisory Board 


|New Body To Be Constituted Under 
| Authority Of Act Of Parllament 


The Tariff Advisory Board has 
| been abolished and will be replaced 
by a new body to be constituted 
under authority of an act of parlia- 
ment. Announcement to this effect 
was made by Premier R. B. Bennett. 
| The board now existent was con- 
| stituted by an order-in-council, and 
not through statutory legislation, in 
April, 1926 This order-in-council 
has been cancelled by the new gov- 
ernment, ahd the body to be created 
will function under authority granted ; 
to it by both the House of Commons 
and the Senate. Legislation for the 
establishment of the new board will 
be drafted shortly; and will likely be 
introduced at the next session of par- 
liament. 

The abolished board began its 
work early in May, of 1926, with 
Senator Geo. P. Graham as chair- 
man, and Alfred Lambert, Montreal, 
with D. G. McKenzie, now a member 
of the Manitoba government, as 
associate members. Following the 
resignation of Senator Graham, W. 
H. Moore became chairman of the 
board; and Mr. Lambert and Mr.

New System Of Reporting Sales and 
Prices Has Been Applied 

A new system of reporting live 
stock sales and prices has been put 
into effect in the Stock Yard and 
Market Reporting Services of the 
Dominion Live Stock Branch. The 
purpose of the new system is to 
afford a more ‘adequate indication 
of sales and prices in relation to 
beef cattle coming on the market. 
The principal change brings to the 
top of the list the section of beef 
cattle in greatest demand, providing 
a clear indication of the volume 
and price range of the popular light 
cattle, and providing the producer 
with a more adequate indication of 
grade and price than was possible 
under the old system. 


Earthquake Area Extended 


Heavy. Loss. Of Life Reported On 
Shores Of Oaspian Séa 


A terrific earthquake killed 500 
persons and injured 4,000 others on 
the northeast shores of the Caspian 
Sea, a Riga dispatch to the London 
Morning Post states.

Despatches to the London Daily 
Mail said the British mandated terrt- 
tory of Tanganyika, formerly Ger- 
man East Africa, was in a gtate of 
ferment over a recent parade of Ger- 
man marines from the cruiser ‘Karls- 
ruhe,” and a speech by tfe Ger- 
man consul at Tanga. British author- 
ities may demand the withdrawal of 
the consul. 

The German cruiser recently made 
the first call of a German cruiser to 
these East African waters since the 
war. At Tanga, a party of marihes 
marched past consul Speiser, who 
took their salute. At a banqtt later, 
the consul referred to the severe re- 
pulse of a British invading force at 
Tanga in 1914. 

The British commissioner rebuked 
the consul, who apologized. It is- 
said that an apology from the capt- 
tain of the “Karlsruhe” will also be 
demanded.

Consider the important question of 
sanitation. If a city grows haphaz- 
ard, as most cities have done in the 
past without its leaders giving a 
jealous eye to the future, that city’s 
cleaning bills may be unnecessarily 
high. Expensive properties may have 
to be expropriated in order to lay 
sewers and water mains, or to put in 
pumping stations or filters. Town 
planning looks ahead and prevents , 
such unnecessary expense: |

planning. Yonge Street, Toronto's 
main street, is too narrow to accom- 
modate its traffic. Toronto is even, 
now considering plans to re-model its | 
down-town area.

ago been able to foresee something of 


the city’s growth and the complexity 
of twentieth-century civilization.

A twenty-minute street fight re- 
sulted in the bell remaining north of 
the river. 

There were big fires in those 
early days, even after water mains 
were installed. When Roberton 
hall burned down in 1906, pressure 
was so low that adjoining buildings 
could not be soaked. But the base- 
ment of Jasper House was full of 
barrels of beer. These were rolled 
up, the tops knocked in, and buckets 
of the beverage thrown on neigh- 
boring houses to prevent the fire 
spreading. About this time thé 
first fire team, a pair of dappled 
greys called Jock and Minnie, were 
bought, the envy of local horsemen. 
When the town turned to motor 
trucks they were sold to a farmer. 
But they preferred town life 
plowing, and ran away, returning 
to their stalls, ready for the next | 
alarm.

Some Canadians have the idea that 
the United States is practically self- | 
| contained and they think that it 
| would be better for Canada if she 
| were in a similar position. But the 
| United States is very far from being 
self-contained. It carries on a very 
| large trade with other countries in 
-all parts of the world. That trade 
; amounted to more than nine billion | 
dollars in 1928. Imports totalled more 
than four billions, and exports to Eu- | 
rope, to other countries in America, 
| to the Orient and elsewhere, exceeded | 
| five billion dollars. 
It would: be less possible for Can- 
| ada, with its great surplus production 
| of wheat and other products, to be 
| self-contained and live to itself. It 
must export and it cannot do so 
| without importing, as all countries 
do. To suppose that Canada can 
n exporting, and stop importa- 
| tions to a large extent, is absurd. The 
| United States imports goods to the | 
| value of more than four billion dol- 
The difference of about a bil- 
| lion dollars between exports and im- 
| ports is accounted for by such items | 
as interest payable on foreign loans 
and the large amounts spent by tour- 
ists abroad.

There is no more damaging blight on 
a man’s efficiency than the spectre of 
unemployment. An employer should 
have a strong moral reason, as well 
as an economic one, before he decides 
to turn a man out of his job.

There is also a marked differ- 
ence in the size, color and quality 
of different varieties of the same 
seed, and with grain it is particularly 
important that the seed sown should 
be puré as to variety.»

| branch have already obtained samples 


of the seed of cereals, flax, field 
peas, and beans, from  seedsmen 
throughout Canada. The Cereal divi- 
sion of the Dominion Department of 
Agviculture, at’ the central experi- 
mental farm, will test these samples 
for purity of variety and the results 
of these tests will prove particularly 
important to the trade and to Cana- 
dian farmers.

Largest Bridge In the World 
Bridge Being Built At Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, Will Be Completed Soon 

A man stepped recently across a 
great span which, when completed, 
will be the largest bridge in the 
world. The bridge is being built at 
Sydney, Australia. 

He was the chief engineer of Dor- 
man Long and Company, who are 
building a bridge across Sydney's | 
beautiful harbor. He stepped across 
a gap 42 inches from one section of 
the main arch to the other. 

The bridge stretches between the 
abutment towers over the channel to | 
the width of 1,675 feet, and its total 
length from Dawes Point south to 
Milson's Point north will be 3,870 
feet. Even at high tide its headway 
will be 170 feet to allow the passage 


of large vessels underneath. \ 


The bridge will carry a roadway 57 
feet wide, four railway lines and two 
foot-walks each ten feet wide. The 
cost will be about six million pounds 
sterling, or approximately $29,220,- 
000. It will be ready for traffic, if all 
goes well, before the end of 1930
